We referred last week to the clan 
fights so frequently described in the 
Peking Gazette, as indicating at once 
a low standard of civilisation, and 
weakness and corruption in the Go- 
verning classes. ‘The wider turbu- 
Tence which invariably follows any 
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general distress, is another indication of 
the same nature. Let the crops fail in 
a district, and disturbance is almost 
sure to ensue. Either there is an out- 
burst of disaffection against the man- 
darins—as recently in Chekeang— 
growing sometimes into insurrection ; 
or people take to brigandage as a 
means of livelihood, as seems to be the 
present case in Shingking. Lither 
result is an indication of low civilisa 
tion and imperfect Government. The 

., idea of violence never oceurred to the 
5,000,000 people who were thrown out 
of employment in Lancashire by the 
American war. They knew better, and 
the English Government and Society 
being well organised, order was pre- 
served and sufficient relief was forth- 
coming. The Chinese resort to violence 
in distress much as they do in dispute, 
from sheer despair. They are not 
characteristically turbulent; on the 
contrary; but they have so small hope of 
even justice in litigation, or of adequate 
relief in distress, that they take mat- 
ters into their own hands. 

Take the picture of Shingking as 
drawn very recently by foreign and 
native pencils. Our correspondent wrote 
a few weeks ago, “that the rainfall this 
“year had been so great that the country 
“between Newchwang and Moukden 
“was almost completely submerged, and 
“in some places boats could go across 
“country in any ditection. Here and 
“there the water was 7 or 8 feet deep ; 
“consequently the crops were ruined in 
“ many districts, and very much dam- 
“aged over the whole province. The 
“yesult was that brigandage was be- 
“coming serious; the robbers were 
“well armed, and sailing about over 
“the country, stopping boats.” So 
serious was the aspect of affairs, 
that the British residents applied to 
H, M. Minister for a gunboat to be 
stationed in the Liu-ho during the 
winter, The floods have since abated i 
but brigandage continues, becanse the 
cause continues. And now let us see, 
in the Poking Gazette, what kind of 
men are they to whom is intrasted the 
task of governing this district. On 
the 18th July, the general in command 
at Zehol reports the suspension of the 
magistrate of Chao-yang, on the bor- 
ders of Shingking, for his connivance 
with a kind of banditti who are called 
warrant banditti, “The anarchical 
“state of the place was shown by the 
“fact that warrants were issued to any 
“one who was willing to execute them, 
“the district being too wide for the 
“proper constable to do the work. 
“They had consequently become as it 
“were lotters of marque—licences to 





“rob at will, and were actually pur- 
“chasable at the office of the above 
“magistrate!” Truly a charming 
example this, of the paternal rule for 
which China is lauded by her sages. 
The Emperor is the head of the family, 
and all the mandarins are so many vice- 
fathers of the people committed to their 
care; and here is one who makes an in- 
come by selling commissions to plunder 
them. It is fair to say this case is 
exceptionally bad ; but we also remem- 
ber, on the 31st July, an edict regarding 
the accumulation of undecided criminal 
cases in this same province, which 
helps to show how the functions of go- 
vernment are there fulfilled, and how 
well fitted are the officials to allay dis- 
tress and restrain violence among their 
subjects. Shingking is undoubtedly an 
exceptional case. It is a poor province, 
sparsely inhabited, by people less 
orderly and civilized than most of the 
provinces of China proper; but, though 
the mandarins labour under exceptional 
difficulty, it is obvious from the cases 
cited that they do not make the best of 
their task. They have not their dis- 
tricts in hand even under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, and must be utterly un- 
equal to deal with an emergency. 

‘We are told the authorities are doing 
their best to suppress the disorder— 
which means, we presume, that soldiers 
will be used to quell turbulence that 
would not exist if China weré half as 
well governed as its literati delight to 
represent it.

Three Chicago 
Banks and several unimportant New York 
houses have failed ; uncertainty and stag- 
nation continue. 

Gambetta, in his speech, declared that

A.meeting of Treaty Consuls was held on 
the 30th ultimo, when several matters of 
interest and importance were discu 
We print the minutes of the meeting, and 
the correspondence referred to. 

A meeting of shareholders in the China 
and Japan Marine Insurance Company 
was held on Tuesday, The accounts showed 
a balance in hand on the 30th June, of 
‘ls. 70,000 besides Tis. 41,000 standing at 
reserve, ‘The Directors have been disap- 
pointed hitherto in recovering the treasure 
from the wreck of the Sedan, but have 
entered into a new contract which thoy 
hope will result more successfully. Dis- 
cussion took place as to the desirability of 
paying a dividend in. December, under 
circumstances which are explained in the 
report. Mr. Drysdale was elected a Direc- 
tor, in the stead of Mr. Ringer who has 
resigned, 

Among tho passengers by the steamer 
Appin, on Monday, from Chefoo, were H. 
E. the British Minister and suite. Mr, 
Wade intends, we believe, to proceed very 
shortly to the South. He is accompanied 
by Mr. Mayers, Chinese Secretary of Lega- 
tion, the Hon. R. Grosvenor and Mr. 
Carles. 

‘The Peruvian Envoy to China and Ja- 
pan, Captain Garcia y Garcia, has also 
arrived in Shanghai from Japan. 

Tt is hardly necessary to point out an 
error in one of Reuter’s telegrams. It is to 
Ningpo, that Mr, Swinhoe is transferred, 
not Shanghai. We hear, however, that he 
is not likely to take up his appointment, 
but intends going home on leave. Mr. 
W. M. Cooper is liked to be placed in 
charge of Chefoo. We hear also that Mr. 
Brenan, who has been for some time acting- 
interpreter at Shanghai, goes home on leave 
shortly, Mr. J. G. Murray taking up the 
post. 

We give, elsewhere, a report of an official 
enquiry held on Monday into the loss of 
the ship Princess Beatrice. It will be seen. 
that the loss is attributed solely to the 
effect of bad weather, and that credit is 
given to all on board for courage and reso- 
Tution in the difficult and dangerous situa- 
tion in which they were placed. 
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We are requested to thank the commu- 
nity, and more especially the Ladies, of 
Shanghai, for the prompt and generous 
liberality with which they responded to the 
appeal for assistance, made by H.B.Bf. Con- 
sul, on behalf of Captain and Mrs. Tanner 
and the crow of the Princess Beatrice, 

‘Wo hear that a clause has been intro- 
duced into the new English Merchant Ship- 
ping Act, providing for the establishment 
of offices of Registry for shipping at ports 
elsowhere than in British territory ; and 
that the Board of Trade contemplate ad- 
vising the constitution of Shanghai asa port 
of Registry, as requested by our Chamber of 
Commerce, under its provisions. Mr. W.H. 
Tapp, at present in charge of the shipping 
office in H.M. Consulate, goes home short- 
ly, at the request of the Board of Trade, to 
assistin making thenecessary arrangements. 

About 120 Volunteers turned out for 
Monday night’s parade, under the com- 
mand of Captain Cann, including represent- 
atives of all arms ; and we note a commend- 
able punctuality in the muster. The 
general idea of the evening’s movements 
was as follows, ‘The Miholoongs and No, 3 
Rifle Company marched down Canton Road 
and took up a position near Probst’s Gar- 
den—which Nos, land 2 Rifles with the 
Artillery and Rangers marched down Foo- 
chow Road, to attack, Although the moon 
was full and high, clouds rather obscured 
it, and it was only possible to discern the 
movements of tho opposing forecs by the 
flashes of the rifles, as either side alter- 
nately skirmished, advanced, or rotreated. 
‘A good deal of sharp fighting and some 
little entanglement occurred in the cl 
Inne between Probst’s and Rothwell’s 
Garden. Each party, as usual, claims the 
victory. ‘The darkness and the lateness of 
the hour however prevent us from saying 
more than that some useful experience was 
had, and the necessity for attending weekly 
Grills occasionally demonstrated. ‘The 
force reformed on the Defence Creek, 
shortly before 11, and marched home down 
the Maloo, headed by tho band, whose 
performance last night merits an extr: 
mieed of praise. The spectators were more 
than equal in number to the Volunteers, 
and often very much in the way of the I 
ter's movements, We always think it a 
interest shown in parades 
more practical form. The 
spectators would look much better, and 
finitely more efficacious, in uniform ; 
and we may venture to say that the Of- 
ficers, commissioned or non-commissioned, 
of either Company, will be willing to enroll 
any who offer themselves as recruits. 

‘We hear that Mr. Glover of the I. M. 
Customs is expected by the first steamer 
from Foochow, to take the post of Com- 
missioner, and that Mr, Wright, at present 
acting here, goes to Foochow. 

A short time since Mr. Shinagawa, 
Japanese Consul, received information that 
twenty-one of his countrymen had been 
shipwrecked a little north of the mouth of 
the Yungtse. He accordingly took mea- 
sures for their relief, but the messenger 
whom he had despatched from his office 
found on his arrival that the distressed 
amen were Coreans, whom the local 


































authorities had forwarded on to Peking. 


Some initerest was caused on Saturday, 
by a report that the P. & 0. str. Sunda 
came up flying the yellow flag ; but this was 
a mistake, which seems to have originated 
as follows:—The Sunda passed Gutzlaff with 
the French flag (F. rail) at the fore, and 
signalled, to have telegraphed to Shanghai, 
to the eflect—“Pilot sick, send a pilot,” 
which was misread into— Sickness, in- 
form Harbour-master,” or words to that 
effect. The P. & O. tender was there- 
fore kept back, while a message was sent 
to De. Jamieson, asking him to go down in 
herand inspect the ship. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, a request was sent to Gutzlaff to 
have the signals repeated, when the mes. 
sage came out as given first above, and 
the tender was at once despatched. 

The P. M. Co.’s str. Costa Rica, whose 
mail matter arrived on Monday by the 
U. 8. frigate Harfford, reports having 
experienced some rough weather after 
leaving Nagasaki for this port on the Ist 
instant. She sailed at 5.24 p.m., and 
shortly afterwards the barometer com- 
menced falling, and very unpleasant wen- 
ther set in, At 10.15 she passed the island 
of Kisima, the wind at the time blowing a 
gale from the N. E. with a heavy sea. On 
the 2nd, at 4a.m,, the wind increased to 
strong gale, and at 8.30 sho was hove 
to, the sea having carried away the rudder 
chains, A relief tackle was immediately 
rigged up aft, with which she was steered. 
At 2.30 p.m., a heavy sea swept away the 
hurricane deck from the forehatchway 
forward, washing tho standard compass 
overboard, and staving in the bulwarks, 
gangways and guards. At 6.30 p.m., the 
gale moderated, when the rudder head 
was found to have been twisted off, and 
the ship was then steered from the lower 
rudder chains, At3a.m. on the 3rd, she 
commenced to steam back again, and 
at 9.30 Cape Gotto was reached. Her 
course was laid for Nagasaki, where she 
arrived at 8.30 p.m. on the same day. 
The more necessary repairs having been 
attended to, the Costa Rica again put to 
tea on Saturday, experiencing fine weather 
all the way across. 

The Pall Malt has discovered that a 
panese newspaper has been established 
in Yeddo. It will probably learn soon, 
that Foreign Ministers have been admitted 
to an interview with the Mikado, and that 
a line of telegraph exists between Shanghai 
and Nagasaki, Japanese newspapers exist 
by the dozen. ‘Their origin dates from the 
last generation, assessing time at the rate 
at which the Japanese are progressing. 
‘We forget the preciso date at which the 
Mainichi Hirakana Shimbun, which forms 
the text of the Pall Mall article, was 
started ; s0 perhaps he may be right, as 
regards Japan, in saying that ‘ hitherto 
neither China nor Japan has possessed a 
newspaper ;” the Hirukana may have been 
the first, though the news, in that case, 
has been rather long in reaching the Pall 
Malt office. As regards Chi is 
question of terms. ‘The Peli 
can perhaps be hardly called a newspaper ; 
the newspapers in Chinese which aro 
published in Hongkong, are not Chine: 
newspapers in the sense of Chinese ent 
prise, as are the Japanese publications. Tho 





























same objection applied to the Chinese 
paper which was long issued from the W.-C. 
Herald office, and does apply to a certain 
extent to the Skunpao, which is published 
under foreign editorship though filled 
chiefly by Chinese contributions, A Chi- 
nese newspaper proper implies more free« 
dom from Mandarin interference than we 
expect to see just yet, in China, But the 
‘Shunpao is, in the meantime, a very good 
outlet for public opinion under foreign 
protection, and is teaching the Chinese 
what a newspaper means. : 

Our Trentstx correspondent says the 
innuudation shows no sign of decrease, 
‘The Viceroy was about to start on a tour of 
inspection—of the Taku forts, and the 
breaches in the River banks, 

From Szecuvzw we again have news of 
the murder of a French Missionary and a 













native Christian associated with him. ML, 
Hue had just arrived to establish a mission 
in Ki'én-kiang-hi’en, when a mob seb 


upon and beat him to death. ‘The riot is 
attributed to the instigation of the Magis- 
trate. 

The Peking Gazette of September 16 
contains a memorial from the Governor 
of CHEKEANG,regarding the drought in that 
province during the early part of the sum- 
mer. This ruined the first crop of rice ; 
but rain fell opportunely for the second 
crop, whichwas we are told plentiful. 

Hawxow advices report very little busi- 
ness doing either in imports or in tea, 
‘Messrs. Gordon Bros’. circular says 
There is no doubt that, during the current 
year, the greater portion of the trade in 
manufactured goods at this port has fallen 
into native hands, the total importa from 
Ist January to 90th ultimo comparing 
favourably with last year, ‘The result, 
however, must have beon far from pro- 
fitable to importers who have purchased 
their supplies in Shanghai, as they appear 
to have invariably sold at under rates cur 
rent in that market, to say nothing of the 
loss of interest incurred by their granting 
one to three months’ credit on selling to 
dealers here.—The advices regarding the 
new Cotton continue favorable, and prices 
up-country for good staple are said to be 
Tis. 9.50 a 10 per picul.—Of late tea arri- 
vals, three-fourths have been forwarded to 
Shanghai, prices being beyond even Russian 
buyers. Only some 10,000 chests more are 
expected, and ‘only 500 packages are in 
stock. Musters shown lately have been infe- 
ior, and settlements reported cost about 
2d. per Ib. over what similar teas sold at 
in London last season.—Arrivals to date 
are 47,000 chests under last year’s total, 
and about 82,000 chests short of the entire 
yield of the previous season,—The total 
export to date is now 1,523,887-Ibs, under 
that of same date last year, the excess in 
re-exports romaining at 2,199, 280-Ibs, 

There "has been some heavy weather 
lately in Japan. Nacasaxr was visited by 
a severe storm on the 7th inst., which did 
considerable damage ; and a heavy gale is 
reported from Hroco on the 22nd ulto. 
Particulars will be found on another page. 
The only news from Yoxouasa is that 
Admiral Shadwell and the English fleet aro 
expected to return from the Amoor this 
month. 
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‘THE WOOSUNG BAR. 


As we noticed some time ago, the 
changes at the mouth of the Woosung 
river are assuming an importance to 
‘which it would be folly to continue to 
shut our eyes. Something in fact 
must be done, and that quickly. 
So long as it was a moot point whe- 
ther or not the bar was really silting 
up, it might have been urged that 
the increased size of the steamers fre- 
quenting Shanghai was, at bottom, the 
origin of the complaints which have been 
urged of late years; but facts are too 
strong to admit of this rejoinder, and for 
better or worse Shanghai must make up 
its mind to look upon the silting of the 
‘Woosung bar as a matter of fact. ‘The 
strongest proof which can be adduced of 
this unpleasant fact, may be drawn from 
the experience of the S. S. N. Co’s 
boats navigating the Yangtsze. It is 
only within the last year, we believe, 
that any of their boats have had occasion 
to lie at Woosung waiting for water to 
cross. Within the last two months, it has 
become necessary so to arrange their 
time that they shall not arrive at 
‘Woosung at low water. Even shallow 
draft boats, like the Hirado, which have 
proved themselves capable of navigat- 
ing the Yangize in the depth of 
winter, have now to exercise caution in 
approaching the bar. During the last 
spring tides, we are informed by a credi- 
table authority, that no more than 8} 
feet was to be found at low water; 
and. on this draft the Hirado, the 
lightest draft steamer on the river, 
carrying a light cargo, found difficulty 
in crossing on her last voyage. As we 
have before this stated, the matter is a 
simple one. Thereare no very peculiar 
circumstances attaching to the Woo- 
sung bar. The river, loaded with 
mud from the Yangtze, expands to a 
width nearly double what it is above 
and below, and in consequence a retar- 
dation of the current, and a consequent 
deposition of matter held in suspension, 
takes place. Two remedies suggest 
themselves to the practical engineer, 
and both of these fortunately are 
capable of concomitant application. 
‘The one—the removal of the soil thrown 
down in the fairway; the other—the 
narrowing of the fairway to its uni- 
form width. That changes of an 
important nature are proceeding out- 
side the river Hwangpoo, we are well 
aware, but these affect but slightly the 
question of the Inner Bar, which may 
safely be treated per se. While it might 
be the height of folly to attempt to 
rule tho Yangisze, it is nob flattering 
to the professional skill at the disposal 
of the Chinese Government, that no 
attempt has been made to regulate the 
course of the Hwangpoo. The time lost 
in arguing on the larger matter might, 
with better result, have been made use 
of to initiate the smaller work. All ex- 
perience goes to prove that the inner 
bar may be successfully dredged to a 





greater depth than at present, and 
even a foot extra depth would be 
hailed with satisfaction. While those 
charged with the work have been talk- 
ing, nothing has been done, and the 
Woosung bar is becoming more and 
more troublesome. If some intelli- 
gent system, even of taking care of 
what we have, had been instituted, the 
river might perhaps have been left to 
itself; but wharf has been added to 
wharf, jetty to jetty, apparently with- 
out rule, and certainly to the diminu- 
tion of the power of the river. Mean- 
while the natural conservators of the 
river have stood aloof; and, it is more 
than hinted, have viewed the result 
with inward satisfaction. We are 
almost tired of reiterating that this 
is a peculiarly local matter. No 
one knows where the shoe pinches so 
well as the sufferers—the Shanghai 
shipping interest. Elsewhere such 
matters are entrusted to local boards ; 
why should Shanghai be an exception ? 


ASSAYING IN SHANGHAI. 
Ir seems extraordinary that, with the 
increase of banking facilities in Shang- 
hai, some arrangement has not been 
made for a public assay. Year by year 
the capital necessary to carry on trade 
is being concentrated ina few hands, 
and the checks which formerly existed 
are being relaxed. In the old days, 
when each house had its own treasury 
and laid down its own sycee, the sub- 
division. of interest secured a fair 
standard. Now, however, that the 
foreign ‘banks have attracted to their 
own strong rooms nearly all the sycee 
required for carrying on the foreign 
trade, the old checks are becoming of 
less value, ‘and the opportunities 
offered for debasement on a large 
soale, greatly increased. It seems 
strange, but is nevertheless the 
case, that no test of his fitness for 
the post is required of the European 
whose business it is to tally the stock 
of sycee. So many “shoes” are 
counted out in the morning, and in 
the afternoon, but of their marks or 
quality the cashier has no knowledge. 
Tt is true that this system has 
gone on for many years, and that few 
instances have occurred of downright 
swindling by the native subordinates. 
One or-two to which it may be scarcely 
necessary to draw more particularly 
the attention of our readers have, how- 
ever, happened; and it is well, seeing 
the possibility of loss, that those in- 
terested should look to it. But there 
is a danger of another sort to which 
the system, or want of system, now 
adopted readily lends itself, and that is 
the gradual deterioration of the general 
stock of sycee. That this is no ima- 
ginary evil we may learn from the 
experience of Hankow, where some 
seven years ago it was suddenly dis- 
covered that all the syeee in the place 
had become so debased, that the Chinese 
elsewhere refused to take it in payment. 
‘Much inconvenience and a good deal of 





loss was the result, and though the 
difficulty was partially got over by the 
establishment of an official Kungkoo, it 
was long before Hankow sycee was 
regarded otherwise than with suspicion. 
There is a native Kungkoo in Shang- 
hai, which does its work probably as 
well as any purely Chinese establish- 
ment can be expected to do ; but it has 
always struck us that the time has fully 
arrived for some aiteration to be 
effected. In the dayr of high exchange, 
when silver was being imported in 
large quantities, there was little incon- 
venience so long as the merchant could 
get rid of his sycee to the ordinary na- 
tive trader. But the course of trade has 
now assumed a different aspect, and it 
may generally be predicted that, at some 
time or other during the year, exchange 
will have fallen to such a low mark 
that sycee, if at all approaching the 
nominal standard, may be exported to 
advantage, thereby considerably easing 
the course of trade. Now it will 
scarcely be credited that Shanghai, with 
a foreign trade amounting to some 
twenty millions sterling a year, possesses 
no better means ‘for rectifying its cur- 
rency than the native Kungkoo. As to 
what this Kungkoo is, we will qnote 
an article originally published in the 
Supreme Court and Consular Gazette for 
February 6, 1869. “Who or what is 
this Kungsku ? whence does it derive 
its authority ? what are its qualifica- 
tions to act as judge? It appears that 
the person charged with. the assaying 
of specie is chosen by tho native 
bankers, and is selected on account of 
his known honesty, and his presumed 
ability to distinguish between ono 
quality of silver and another. The ap- 
pointment receives official confirmation, 
but the mandarins do not in any wise 
interfere in the working of it. But the 
strangest circumstance connected with 
it is, that although the foreign bankers 
and merchants have so large an interest 
in the affair, they neither care nor are 
consulted about it.”—“ We are not 
aware of anything to hinder the Kung. 
ku from unjustly appraising money 
sent to it from either foreign or native 
hongs. We know of no material cheok 
imposed upon it in its arbitrary valua- 
tion. We have good reason to doubt 
that its valuation of money presented 
to it by a high native official would be 
the,same as if sent in by a private 
individual. And our doubt is based 
on this fact, that on several occasions 
mandarin money has been drawn in 
Shanghai, and subsequently submitted 
to a bank, with the invariable result of 
being accounted less in value then 
the sum the shoes were supposed to 
represent ; while on the other hand, 
upon every occasion when money drawn 
in the same way was presented by the 
mandarins for valuation, full credit was 
given for the’entire amount represented 
by the silver.” Butit is not alone that 
foreigners can have no confidence in 
the working of such an office, but that, 
were the Kungkoo master actuated by 
the most profound principles of pro- 
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bity and honour, his assay, conducted 
on the crndest principles, cannot be 
depended on. The continual charges 
and deductions, the shroffage, and 
losses in paying out sycee, are alll so 
many taxes on the trade of the port, 
directly produced hy the uncertainty of 
assay. To protect himself, the banker 
has to use his utmost endeavours to 
take in sycee at the lowest and pay it 
out at the highest figure, the difference 
being really a rude kind of insurance 
against possible loss. That these losses 
do frequently occur, we believe to be 
the case, and it must be remembered 
that eventually they must be borne 
directly by the bank or become the 
cause of an unauthorised and oppres- 
sive tax on business. We have often 
had occasion to speak of the manner in 
which the public of Shanghai are vie- 
timised in the way of dollars, but this 
is only a phase, and a comparatively 
light one, of the larger question. The 
remedy, we repeat, lies with the foreign 
banks, and we should be surprised, 
should they continue to disregard it, if 
the loss now distributed over the trade 
of the port, does not some day fall 
heavily on themselves. 








REVIEW. 

Kinso Shitiaku. A History of 
‘Japan from 1853 to 1869, trans 
ated from the Japanese by E. 3, 
Satow, de., &. 


‘The above is the title of a very suggestive 
work of some 148 pages, containing a re- 
cord of the strange revolution which has 
taken place in Japan ag seen from a native 
point of view. Though technically anony- 
mous, the book points to Yamaguchi Uji as 
its author, an_ officer formerly an official in 
the foreign department of the Shoguns, 
and now in the Education department. The 
author has thus had the opportunity of 
access to public documents, and the result 
as Mr. Satow puts it is an impartial and 
authentic history of events, ‘The work 
lays no claim to literary merit, being 
avowedly only a bald record of events 
written in the terse style of the Chinese 
annals, aud refraining from comment on 
the topics referred to. ‘The author says in 
his preface: “This compilation commences 
with the arrival of the American squadron 
in 1853, and ends with the taking uf Hako- 
date in 1869. I have found slight dis- 
crepancies in the various accounts of the 
period which I have seen, and have en- 
deavoured to arrive at the truth by con- 
sulting them impartially. Ihave no doubt, 
however, that more ‘learned persons than 
myself will be able to discover mistakes 
and obscurities in what L have put to- 
gether in this way, and T shall be grateful 
for their suggestions.” Mr. Satow has 
annotated the work where amendments 
as to facts seemed necessary, and the small 
number of these is a testimony so far in 
support of the authenticity of the nar- 
rative, ‘The column begins directly with 
‘an account of the state of excitement into 
which the Government of the country was 
thrown by the arrival of Commodore 
Perry’s Squadron.“ In those days,” sa} 
the annalist, “all classes of the nation 

~ were s0 aconstomed to a peaceful and 














°njoyable existence, that the suddenness of 
the event caused great excitement.” Tho 
Government could not make up its mind 
what todo. It would have liked to resist, 
but was not in a state of readiness ; at its 
request therefore Commodore Perry retired, 
promising. to return with the new year 
(1854) for a reply. Meanwhile the Rui 

sians were endeavouring to open negotia- 
tions with regard to the boundary line 
between themselves and Japan, and the 
Dutch seem to have likewise been in the 
field, for they shortly afterwards made a 
convention similar to that of the Ameri- 
cans, What the Government of Japan in 
those days was, is too well known to 
need repetition: The Mikado was the 
nominal, the Shogun apparently the 
actual, head of the State. Still the balance 
of power was not definitely settled, and 
a strong party was desirous of in- 
creasing the power of the former, and 
reducing the respect paid to the Shogun. 
All through the events which followed on 
the opening of the ports in accordance 
with the treaties of 1858, the alternations 
iu the power of the two parties may be 
noticed. The Shogun’s party, more inti- 
mately acquainted with the working of 
the government, were the first to perceive 
the impossibility of maintaining the exclu- 
sive policy of the past two centuries. They 
accordingly hastened to make a treaty 
without the necessary constitutional for- 
malities of obtaining the previous direc- 
tions of the Mikado ; alleging, on sending 
it up for his sanction, that they were 
compelled to act, in view of the events 
then taking place in China, where the Eng- 
lish and French, despairing of a peaceful 
settlement of their complaints, had gone 
to war with the Emperor, and seriously 
crippled ‘the resources of China. While 
for a time this bold act had the effect of 
increasing the power of the Shogun, it on 
the other hand afforded a watchword for 
the discontented classes. The cry arose 
“expel the foreigners and down with 
Shogun.” So that the supporters of 
the old regime became fora time united 
with the discontented and restless spirits 
of the country. The long series of 
political murders, and the inability of 
the government of the Shogun to pro- 
tect foreign residents was thus mainly 
accounted for. The two factions however 
at last became so thoroughly opposed, that 
it seemed impossible to preserve the peace 
any longer, and civil war was the result, 
It became then necessary that the advisers 
of the Mikado should put forward some 
definite policy. Choshiv and Satsuma, from 
being deadly enemies, became allies. Both 
had old sores to arrange with the Shogun, 
and both had learned the strength of 
foreign powers. The constitutional party 
had meanwhile been so far victorious that 
the advisers of the Shogun had consented 
to his visiting regularly the Court cf the 
Mikado. On his second visit, the Mikado’s 
Minister addressed him as follows: “We 
are not in favour of a hasty and ill-consi- 
dered attempt to expel the barbarians, 
but Fujiwara no Santyoshi and others, 
wilfully blind to the actual condition of 
affairs in the Empire, have misrepresented 
Our Will, have proclaimed the expulsion 





















of the barbarians without being properly 
authorized to do so, and have stirred up 
war against the Bakufu” (the Shogun’s 
Government.) The writer adds “By speak- 
ing thus, after having previously pro- 
claimed the expulsion of the barbarians, 
the Court brought on itself the reproach 
of inconsistency.” A rapprochement be- 
tween the Court and the Government 
of the Shogun was now attempted. The 
Shogun yielded many points of etiquette, 
‘The Shogun and the Daimios were to pre- 
sent themselves at Kioto and pay tribute 
there, and in retum the Court gave 
authority to the Shogun to punish Cho- 
shiu and the allied nobles then con- 
tumacious, owing apparently to the Shogun 
having adroitly led the Mikado to suspect 
Choshiu’s intentions towards himself. 
Choshin memorialised the Mikado for a 
restoration, but being unsuccessful took 
uparms and attacked Kioto, His forces 
however were unsuccessful. Choshiu, by 
his imprudent conduct in attempting 
to close against foreigners the Straits 
of Simonosaki, had incurred their en- 
mity, and they determined to forestall 
the Shogun in punishing his conduct, The 
course of events as above stated, led Sat- 
suma to make proposals to Choshiu, It 
was evident from other events that the 
Government of the Shogun was rapidly 
collapsing, and these two determined to 
support the Mikado. The event was an 
armed contest resulting in the downfall of 
the Shogunate, and the re-establishment 
of the Mikado as actual as well as nominal 
sovereign. Tho book throws much light 
on the causes which have influenced the 
present revolution in Japan, and affords 
curious insight into the relations existing 
between the Government and Foreign 
Powers. It would be a vain attempt to 
make a resumé of a book so condensed, and 
we have therefore confined ourselves to 
the foregoing very inadequate sketch; of 
what must be looked upon as‘ revolution 
unique in Asiatic annals. .

informed the missionaries that nothing 
hindered their entering his territory.

Suddenly, on tho 5th of Soptombor, 
the residence of the two missionaries 
invaded by a mob, who, rushing upon them, 
dragged them along the street, beati 
and wounding them till they had in 
their hands but two dead bodies. Natu- 
rally the mandarin Koui, to whom suspi- 
cion points strongly ‘as the author of the 
Ho, stopped quietly in his Vaenthrough- 
out, and ‘did not attempt to restrain the 
outbreak. Is it to be hoped that the For- 
eign Legations will at Iast join in a com- 
mon understanding to put an end to so fre- 
juent, soillegal, and 40 abominable crimes ? 
here is open to them a very simple 
and, moreover, a very legal way, and one 
almost in conformity with the Chinese re- 
ulation, ‘That is, to make only responsible 
for such crimes the mandarin of the place 
and the chiefs of the municipality (two 
jowers who, united, are sovereign in 
hina and do as they like), and never 
accept in their stead the poor misled people 
who do nothing but comply with their 
mandate, Will M. Huo be the last 
victim of Ohineso perfidy? Or will, in 
the future, as has happened three times 
during the last eight years, a petty man- 
darin—nay, a private person—be allowed 
to violate with impunity the most solemn 
treaties and to butcher inoffensive and 
peaceable missionaries ? 






































HONGKONG. 

‘There is little news from Hongkong. 
The “Amateur Sinologue” discussion is 
‘occupying a good deal of attention, The 
Mail notices that Commander Patterson, 
R.N,, has left for Singapore to rejoin his 
ship the Avon, his place as Acting Commo- 
dore being taken by Commander Leet, R.N., 
-till now in command of the Thistle; and 
that Admiral Jenkins, U.S.N., will reti 
in December, his time of service beingup. 
‘The form of declaration used in the Courts 
of Sustice is to be re-translated and sim- 
plified, a step in the right direction, as the 
translation now used is too difficult to be 











understood by a large majority of the wit- 
nesses.—The Daily Press pad report was 
made to the Presiding Magistrate the other 
day by a boatwoman, that a girl under 
her care, 12 years of age, had fallen over- 
board from her boat, in the vicinity of H. 
M.S. Princess Charlotte, in the forenoon, 
through the snapping of the binders in the 
soull oar she was using. ‘The woman said 
she had made no réport to the police, and 
she only came to Court to make the re- 
port, because she was afraid the relatives 
of the deceased would give her trouble. — 
‘Two Europenn constables of the last batch 
from England have sent in their resigna- 
tions, on the ground that they had made 
repeated complaints and no notice had been 
taken of them. An enquiry has been insti- 
tuted by order of H. E. the Governor.—The 
Mail learns that the history of the Franco- 
Prussian War, written in Chinese by the 
eminent Chinese scholar Wong Taou, has 
passed through the press of the Chinese 
inting and Publishing Company, and 
that it is now in the hands of the book- 
binders. The work is in fourteen volumes, 
bound into eight books, and contains about 
860,000 characters. As far as we can learn, 
the book is likely to be very popular, judg 
ing from the number of eager applicants to 
become possessed of it, the demand being 
so great that a register has been opened to 
recerd the orders. The publication price 
of the book is $4 a copy for white paper 
and $3 for brown paper. The number 
inted is 1000, and a good portion of them 
Rave been already secured. ‘The book is 
chiefly compiled from uewspaper reports, 
which have been translated.—The Times 
reports that a Portuguese constable was 
fired at and wounded by a Chinaman, o1 
Friday night last, at Macao. ‘The culprit 
afterwards jumped into the water and 
swam away; boats wore out all night in 
search, but he was not captured. The 
jeamer was detained some little time, to 
allow the authorities to search the vessel.— 
‘The Spanish Amateurs gave a satisiactory 
performance at the Lusitano Theatre on 
the 23rd.—The Daily Press mentions 
that Mr. Gideon Nye has delivered a 
second lecturo under the title of “ Peking, 
the Goal,” which forms a complement 
to the excellent lecture published a short 
time back, and gives the testimony of

NAGASAKI. 

Nagasaki was visited by a heavy storm 
on the 2nd instant, during which consider- 
able damage was done, though not, for- 
tunately, of a very serious nature. We 
reprint from the Gazette a narrative of the 
occurrence. An interesting marriage took 
place at the British Consulate, on the 3rd 
instant, A Japanese girl of 16 summers 
named Owayi Isobi, was married to Beng 
‘Teck, a Chinaman, who was born, educated, 
and became a British subject at Singapore, 
and was therefore married under the Bri- 
tish Iaw. ‘This is the first marriage of a 
Japanese according to the European cere- 
mony, in this city ; and so far as we are 
informed the first’ case of the kind in 
Japan. The friends of the girl obtained a 
permit for the marriage from the Govern- 
ment authorities at Yedo. 

‘The Gazette mentions the arrival of the 
U. S. S, Yantic from Yokohama on the 








22nd instant. She was to leave shortly 
for Shanghai, and proceed thence probably 
to the Phillipine Islands, and winter in the 
neighbourhood of Singapore —A court- 
martial was held on board the Hartford, 
on the 24th inst. Judgment was passed 
on four marines and two sailors, who were 
tried and condemned for the crime of 
desertion.—Invitations to a dance on board 
the U.S. flagship Hartford on the afternoon 
of Thursday last, were issued on behalf of 
Admiral Jenkins during the week, to a 
numerous circle of the residents, and a 
large number responded to them. ‘Tho 
dancing was kept up until 7 p.m., when 
the assembled guests took their departure, 
On the previous evening the Band enter- 
tained the public on slore.—The French 
corvette La Belliqueuse left for Yokohama 
on the 24th instant. It is rumored that 
the French fleet is soon to make Nagasaki 
its Naval Station.—The Ezpress remarks 
that the Chinese Merchants’ Steamship 
Company have extended their scope of 
operations to Yokohama, ‘The steamer 
Aden continued her voyage to that port. 
—Two slight shocks of earthquake wore 
felt on Sunday last; the second one at 
12.45 p.m., its duration was about. five 
seconds only. An Autumn Regatta is likely 
to be held.—Quarantine regulations have 
been framed by the Japanese Government, 
and are about to be promulgated,

Wo 
lately, at the prayer of the Mayor of Pe- 
king, directed 800 piculs of rice fo be sot 
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apart for those sufferers. We also issued 
an edict directing that a sum of three or 
four thousand Taels be diverted from the 
Maritime Customs, and Salt Re- 
venues of the Provinces to the East and 
South, instructing the Viceroy of Chihli 
to find funds in the meantime, our inten- 
tion being to make our bounty substantial 
and thorough. The Censor points out 
that, without careful personal enquiry in 
tho ‘distribution, there is no means of 
guarding against pretence and fraud. We 
therefore direct the Viceroy of Chihli and 
the Mayor of Peking to send out orders to 
all the magistrates to pick out honorable, 
‘trustworthy persons from among the gentry, 
who shall make careful inquisition before 
granting the bounty, and that notice to 
this effect be printed on a yellow broad- 
sheet and sent everywhere. The magis- 
trates and gentry will be severely punished 
if there is any frand, 

(6) Shao Héng-yii, Governor of Shensi, 
prays leave to detain further two officers 
who should present themselves for appro- 
yal at Court, having filled their offices for 
Bho Jogal torn. They are however so much 
needed where they are, on the borders of 
of Kansu, whence robber-bands are in the 
habit of making incursions, that it is 
prayed that they may continue in their 
posts, The slightest relaxation would be 
ruinous, and there is no one to supply 
their places, equally experienced.

(6) From the same (Enclosure), The 
Magistrate of Ch‘ou-chih Haien has re- 
ported having captured Kuan-érh, alias 
Kuan-yen ee who founded a religion 
and invited followers, but who committed 
adultery with the betrothed of one Chién 
Kuan-shéng, and conspired with her for 
the latter's death. The misguided people 
weregutrounded by the soldiers and many 
wero slain, the women-followers making 
away with’ themselves by poison. Their 
books, insignia, and objects of worship 
have beon taken. ‘There is a picture figur- 


ing Li-teuti-mo 3 Hj Bf, who is a 
Local object of worship, a proper spirit, 
but there is a very miscellaneous assem- 
lage besides. Their books all persuade 
towards doing good, towards praying 






































ainst calamity and for benefits, in fact 
Stout the minor virtues, and without any- 
thing perverse, unlawful, lying, or cursing. 
Four others, 


Teappearsthal Kuan-éh, wit 
banded themselves together as brothers, 
and bought a house at An-chia-chai where 
they set up a scholar’s hall, with tho pic- 
ture of Lii-teu-ta-mo in it, and they printed 
some old Thibetan prayer-scrolls, ‘They 
gave forth that by fasting, and reciting 
the prayers, calamity could certainly be 
averted, and happiness obtained such as 
makes it peaceful for them after death. 

About 31 (21 of whom are dead) joined 
the religion, making presents to the leader, 
‘of value from 500 to 2,000 cash each. 
‘These assembled at the hall, lived on fast- 
ing diet, and reverenced the spirit. Kuan- 
Gtk recited the prayer-scrolle, but. the rest 
had not learned them sufliciently. The 
meeting then broke up. ‘Then occurred 
the intrigue with Ch’én’s betrothed. The 
magistrate coming to hear of it sent to ar- 
rest Kuan-érh, and he, fearing punishment, 
deluded his followers into a trip among the 
hills on the pretence of worshipping 
Buddha, A friend ‘was at the same time 
sent to get the small pennons used in the 
neighbouring villages in_ their processions, 
while Kuan-érh distributed bamboos, 
knives and spears among the party. The 
magistrate surrounded them with his 
soldiers. Kuan-érh and others were killed. 

‘The memorialist then proceeds to appor- 
tion the legal guilt among the survivors, 
the punishment ranging from death to the 
cangue. He also strongly recommends 
the magistrate for his energy and success.

‘The Secretary read the notice calling the 
meeting ; and minutes of last meeting, 
which were confirmed. 

‘The Cuarmaay said he had remarked 
at last meeting that, though the Compony 
had a very disastrous yeor with losses, it 
would have been worse for them if their 
business had also shown a falling of, 
which it had not done. They would see 
however by the Report and Accounts for 
the half-year to 30th June, that business 
had fallen off as compared with former 
years. They would observe that the 
accounts showed a balance carried forward 
on 80th June of Tis. 70,131.25, beyond 
the capital and reserve fund, which, all 
things considered, was not unsatisfactory. 
The estimated receipts during the threo 
months just past were Tis. 64,000, out of 
which when the Report was. printed ls, 
54,000 had to be allowed for losees, a sum 
which it was thought would cover every- 
thing. Unfortunately, however, they had 
only that morning received intimation of 
1 fresh loss of Tis. 4,000 to Tis. 5,000, on 
a Calcutta steamer, the Agra, lost in Galle 
harbour. It was of course’ much to be 
regretted that there was a falling off in 
their business, but it was no doubt to some 
extent owing ‘to the depression which, as 
they all knew, prevailed in China generally 
and other Offices had no doubt suffered 
more or less in the same way. But the 
chief. reason of the falling off was ¢ 
Company's lity to pay any bonus 
to contributors last year. Had it not 
been for the deficiency brought forward 
from Inst yeat, and which the Directors 
hoped to be able to more than cover by 
salvage from the Sedan, the accounts would 
now have shown a better result by some 
Tis. 18,000, The salvage operations how- 
ever had been so far unsuccessful, and the 
Telegraph Company had thrown up the 
case as impracticable. But luckily since 
then private firm, Messrs. Boyd & C 
came forward aud undertook the business, 
and it was improbable that they would have 
entered on it unless there were reasonable 
prospects of eventually carrying it out 
successfully. Meanwhile the Company had 
the deficiency of Tis. 18,000 from last year 
to cover, and the Directors had given the 
question of how this deficiency should be. 
met their earnest consideration. Practi 
cally they ought not to have paid an i 
terest dividend to 30th June, and to make 
up for that to contributors of business, 
they ought not to pay any at 3ist 

was important that they 
ry their contributors, else they 
would not do a good business. But by 
the deed of settlement they were bound 
to pay a dividend whether they were 
making profits or not ;—it was never con- 
sidered that the Company should make 
losses. If the sharehclders agreed that it 
was not advisable to jay the next interest 
dividend due, then an extraordinary meet- 
ing must be called, after six weeks notice, 
to sanction the course. All they could do 
now was to hear the opinion of the share- 
holders upon the proposal ; and the minutes 
of Inst general meeting had been read in 
order to remind them that one of their 
number, Mr. Young, had then: asked how 
they intended to cover their deficiency, 
















































and suggested that the dividend to 30th 
June should not be paid. It seemed 
to the Directors that was now the 
proper course to pursue; it would set 
the Company right with its contribu- 
tors of business, and was only just to them; 
while shareholders, after having been paid 
last year’s December dividend, when subse: 
quent events proved that the Company 
had not earned it, could not complain if 
the matter was now rectified. Passing to 
other portions of the Report, they would 
see that Mr. Ringer had gone home, and tho 
Directors had been fortunate in getting Mr, 
Drysdale to take his place at the Board, 
an arrangement which the meeting would 
be asked to confirm. The appointment of 
Mr. Brandt as auditor had been objected 
to at last meeting, on the ground that ho 
was a sharebroker, but he had explained 
that this was a mistake, and the Directors re- 
appointed him provisionally and now asked 
that he should again be elected.

MEETING OF TREATY CONSULS. 


Misvzes of a Meeting of Consuls held at 
the United States Consulate-General at 
Shanghai, on the 30th day of September, 
1873. 

Present, the representatives of Austria, 
Denmark, Germany, Great Britain, Japan, 
Netherlands, Russia, and the United States, 

A note from the Consul-General offFrance, 
expressing his inability to attend the 
meeting, was placed on the table. 

‘The Committee composed of Messrs. 
‘Medhurst, Johnson, and Seward, appointed 
at the last meeting to consult with the 
Taotai in regard to the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company line to Woosung and 
station there, presented a written report, 
and a form of letter which they recom- 
mended to be addressed to the Taotai on 
behalf of the Consular Body. ‘The report 
and letter were accepted and approved. 

(A) TheSenior Consul reported thathe had 

placed the Sanitary Rules as accepted by 
the Consuls at their last meeting, before 
the Taotai, who in turn had recommended 
certain amendments which are shown in 
the correspondence. He was requested to 
place the Rules again before the Taotai, 
and to ask his concurrence therein, in the 
terms accepted by the last meeting: 

‘A conversation ensued upon the question 
whether the Consuls should deal with the 
recommendations of Dr. Jamieson in his 
last Medical Report, in respect to the com- 
munication of disease through mattor 
thrown into the river. It was considered 
that the Municipal Council is a more ap- 
propriate body to examine the question. 

(B) A Jeter from the Shanghai Magistrato, 
dated June 24th 1873, stating that the 
Municipal Council have refused to pay the 
Imperial rent on lands used for roads out- 
side the Foreign Settlements, and request~ 
ing the intervention of the Consular Body, 
was read and referred to Messrs. Medhurst, 
Schlik, and Lueders. 

‘A letter from tho Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court, dated September 22nd 1873, 
and the petition of certain Chinese keepers 
of Wine Shops were considered, and the 
Senior Consul requested to place them 
before the Municipal Council. 

(©) A letter from the Municipal Council, 
dated September 22nd 1873, asking that 
the Taotai be moved to pay one-half the 
cost of the Garden Bridge, and a second 
letter of the same date, asking that he be 
moved to pay one-half of the cost of a 
bridge which it is proposed to construct 
over the Soochow Creek at the Honan 
Rond, was considered and reforred to Mr. 
Medhurst to be placed before the Taotai. 

A letter from the Magistrate of the 
Mixed Court, dated September 26th 1873, 
representing ‘that the lands of certain 12 
families in the Lowzah, which lands have 
never been owned by foreigners, are taxed 
by the Municipal Council, and asking that 
the Council be requested’ to refrain from 
collecting the tax, was considered, and the 
Senior Consul atked to refer the same to 
the Couneil. 

(D) A letter from the Taotai to Mr. Med- 
hiurst, dated September 12th 1873, and 
written in response to Mr, Medhurst’s* 
letter of August 2ist, presenting the Mu- 
nicipal Council’s scheme for bunding the 
front of the English and American Settle- 
ments and the Soochow Creek, was read. 
‘The response accepts the propositions of 
the Council generally, but rejects that part 
which refers to the extension of the corner 
between the River and the Oreck next the 
Recreation Ground, and indicates how far 
such corner in a rounded form may be 
carried forward. ‘This letter had already 
been referred to the Council, and the meet- 
ing considered it appropriate to await the 
Couneil’s response before taking any fur- 
ther action, 

(B) A letter fromthe Municipal Council, 
dated September 3rd 1873, proposing to 
make a flood-gate at the mouth of the 
creek which enters the Hongkew Creek 
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near the Rifle Butts, and asking that the 
‘Taotai’s approval and consent to pay a part 
of the cost be procured, was placed before 
the meeting, and the Senior Consul stated 
that the Taotai had directed the Shanghai 
Magistrate and the Magistrate of the Mixed 
Court to examine the proposition. =. 

(B) A letter from the Municipal Council, 
dated August 8th 1873, saying that a point 
has been fixed beyond the Rifle Butts to 
indicate the boundary of the Hongkew Set- 
tlement in that direction, was read ; and 
the Senior Consul stated that the deputies 
of the Taotai to examine the flood-gate 
matter, had been directed by the Taotai to 
report upon the boundary matter. ‘The 
Senior Consul stated further that, in his 
opinion, the outside corner of the Riffe 
Butts would offer a satisfactory boundary 
in that direction, and explained the need 
of action by saying that, when hemade the 
agreement with the Taotai in 1863, delin 
ating the boundaries of the Settlement, he 
named a point on the Soochow Creek op- 
posite the Defence Creek, and another on 
the Yang-tse-poo Creek $ li from the river, 
as the terminal points of the rear boundary 
ine, and that in doing so it was overlooke 
that the Soochow Creek departs but alittle 
from the course of the River north of the 
Creek, so that the strip of land near the 
junction of the Oreck with the River is 
Yery narrow, the rear line in fact falling 
not very far behind the Eurasian School. 
‘Thoobjectin determining a corrected line, is 
to make the Settlement as nearly as may be 
of a uniform width of three li for the whole 
distance between the Soochow and Yang- 
tse-poo creeks, His action had been taken 
in the interest of the foreign community 
and in their name, and he asked the ap- 
proval of the Consular Body, which was 
granted. 

‘A letter from the Municipal Council, 
dated August 26th 1873, asking that the 
Taotai be requested to pay 151.07 Taels, 
the one-third cost of re-flooring in 1871 the 
Bund and Shantung Road bridges over the 
Yang-king-pang, was read, and the action 
of the Senior Consul thereupon approved.

Anote* has been appended in relation to 
those vessels of your own people, as it is mani- 
fest that the health of the community cannot 
be secured against the danger of infectious 
disease, unless all vessels coming from infected 
ports be properly scrutinized and controlled 
in this respect. 

‘Upon receipt of aletter from your Excellency 
signifying your approval of the Rules, as they 
have been amended, they will be declared in 
force, on the part of the Consuls, and should 
also be notified by the Harbour Master.

Chinaman E-shan-ching, whose tender to 
Keep the Yang-tsze-poo road west of the Creek 
and trees about it, in repair, the Council had 
accepted in preference to the Tepaou’s, the 
latter not being so favorable. 

‘The Superintendent of Police now rey 
that E-shan-ching has been molested by a 
rowdy, Chow-law-wen, with, it would appear, 
the connivance of the Tepaou of the district 
above alluded to, and a demand made upon him 
for $2 per month, out of the sum drawn under 
the contract ; this,E-shan-ching refused to pay, 
whereupon he was seized by about 30 men 
and carried to village near the road and 
beaten. ‘The Tepaou was present during the 
occurrence but took no active part in the 
affair ; but his presence, in the opinion of the 
Council, is sufficient to show that he coun- 
tenanced the out: 

‘The Council beg that you will use your very 
valuable assistance towards having the as- 
sailants punished, and direct me to state that 
any assistance you may require in maki 
arrests or tracing the men will be affo 
you by the Municipal Police.

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT. 


. Shanghai, 2nd Oct. 
Before R. A. Mowat, Esq. 
J. W. Wrronr v. H. Lavo. 
Claim for Tis. 50, rent. 

Defendant claimed that he had not had the 

premises agreed upon. 

W. Bmer, who appeared as attorney for the 
laintiff, stated that the claim was for rent 
for Aug. of premises 8 Honan Road, occupied 

by defendant asa printing office. ‘Defendant, 
had been in occupation since the beginning of 
June, but had not yet paid rent; that for July 
had been sued for and judgment went against 
defendant by default. “The circumstances 
under which the dispute arose were these, 
Negotiations were entered into between the 
arties for the lease from 3ist May of the 
Rouse No. 8 Honan Road, Pending cettain 
alterations, defendant took possession on 21st 
May of the lower part of the premises, and of 
some adjoining vacant rooms on the ground 
floor. After about a fortnight it occurred to 
defendant that having the ground floor 
of the two houses would be more conve- 
nient than having his offices in the upper and 
lower floors of the front house, and witness 
agreed to keep this arrangement in view 
‘while looking out for a tenant to take the 

















‘upper portion at arent which would adjust 
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it. On 1th June defendant wrote request- 
ing witness not to let the upper portion, as 
he-contemplated taking the wile house, bat 
afew days afterhe said he had concluded not 
“to do so, Defendant continued in the lower 
promises, and on 12th July witness succeeded 
in letting the upper part of the house origin 
ally takea by defendant, to Mr. Rozario, 
‘Then, and not till then, defendant claimed 
that he was to have had one of the upper 
rooms, in‘addition to the ground floor accom- 
modation, as a private office. 

Defendant, said the upstairs room was all 
along part of the negotiation, and was special- 
ly mentioned during a discussion (before Mr. 

zario offered as a tenant) at which a third 
party was present, whose evidence, however, 
‘was not at present available. Defendant had 
also said that if extra rent were required for 
the room, he would prefer going back to his 
original lease, which he had never abandoned, 

‘aintiff’s ‘impression of this conversation 
was that it had reference to defendant's tak- 
ing the whole house, and the possiblity of his 
Jetting off his spare rooms and retaining one. 

Defendant, sworn, stated—{ had originally 
intended taking the whole front house ; and 
put inthe agreement or lease which was come 

. I did not take possession of the upper 
rooms at all because there was no conveuient 
staircase, and plaintiff allowed me to use the 
under floor of the second,house until one 
should be made, Another arrangement was 
Proposed later, ‘that I should take the two 
under floors and have one room in the upper 
floor of the front house as a private office. 
‘Tho first part of the proposal came from plai 
‘tiff, but I superadded the consideration about 
the upper room. He refused to agree unli 
T paid extra rent, which I declined to do, 
I thereupon went back to my original agree- 
ment, f did not know that. the ‘upper ‘floor 
‘was let till 12th July. Up to that time I had 
been occupying ‘the two under floors. It was 
about the end of June when the proposal to 
take the whole lower floor was made, ‘Various 
conversations occurred between that time and 
the 12th July as to possible arrangements, and’ 
atone at which Mra. Lang was present the

To Plaintiff,—It is very likely that I may 
havo suggested to Mr. Rozario to take the 
‘upper part of the house, but I can’t recall the 
circumstance. I don’t remember telling him 
thiat ono of the four rooms was to be mine. | I 
believe I spoke to him about the general d 
sirableness of his being near the Printing 
Office. Un 3rd or 4th July you told me in 

our own house, in presence of witnesses, that 

‘ozario was applying for the upper premises, 
don't know that I'did say anything about 

tting the upper room then. I may have said 
Ghat f would at ‘any rate give no more rent, 
and that I was very glad you bad found a 
tonant. Iam under engagenient to provide a 
suitable printing office for the material used 
in printing my paper. It mover has been re- 
presented to me by Mr. Rozario that the 
whole of the lower floor would be more suita- 
ble for that than the upstairs portion. I have 
not taken the trouble to measure the area of 
the whole lower floor as compared with the 
lower floor and upstairs rooms of the front 
house. 

Plaintiff said he had, and it was 9 square 
feot larger, besides being more valuable busi- 
ness premises. 

Cxprraxo po Rozarto, sworn, stated.—I 
ccoupy the upper rooms of the front house 8 
Honan Road. No one suggested to me to take 
‘the upper floor. I went to Mr. Lang about 
a week before I entered, and told him I 
‘was thinking of taking the upstairs premises 
and asked what were his intentions as 
regarded the whole. He said it was more 
convenient for him to take the rooms down- 
stairs, and I went to arrange for the upper 
rooms with Mr. Birt. Mr. Lang never told 
me he was to have on2 room upstairs. If he 
‘was to have had one room it would not have 
suited me. My family consists of ten mem- 
bers, myself included. 

Defendant remarked that he said nothing to 
‘Mr, Rozario as it might affect the probability 
of his becoming a tenant, and as he considered 
his arrangements to be with Mr. Birt. Since 
he could not get the upstairs room he held by 
‘the original written lease, which plaintiff had 
never recalled. He would be prepared a week 
hence to call’ the witness who had been pre- 







































sent at the conversation referred to, if the 
Court thought it material. 

Plaintiff was also prepared to call evidence 
as to the conversation which occurred in his 
house. 

Considerable discussion arose in course of 
‘the case, and finally 

His Worship said he was inclined to decide 
in favour of tiff. It lay with defendant 
to prove conclusively that there was an agree- 
ment as to the upstairs room, because, on the 
face of it, it would be a most prejudicial one to 
the landlord's interests. In the conflict of 
evidence he had to look to the presump- 
tions in the case, and these were against 
defendant. He could not conceive that de- 
fendant or any one would allow Mr. Ro- 
zario to enter into a negotiation under the 
mistaken impression that they were getting 
the whole accommodation—that being ab- 
solutely necessary in this instance. From 
‘another point of view it was a most unprofit- 
able and unreasonable kind of contract to ex- 
pect the landlord to enter into, to suppose that 
he would accept the three upper rooms as of 

mual value with the entire ground premises; his 
Worship should imagiue they would be worth 
about one-half the rental.

Sergeant SKINNER, sworn, stated.—Last 
night, about 10 o'clock, T saw prisoner walk- 
ing along the bund with another man. | He 
asked the way to Hunt’s wharf, and was told. 
He then walked away along’ the Hongkew 
Buna, but when passing the Pacific Mail 
wharf, he suddenly crossed the road, and, 
leaping up, got a hold well up on a tree ‘about 
16 feet high and 4 or 5 inches round the stem, 





He pulled the troe down, and it s about 
two feet from the ground; lying right across 
the street. I was within a few yards of him 


and went and took him to the Station. I 
then returned and gota rope, with which I 
had the tree dragged off the road, so that it 
should not form an obstruction, ‘The tree is 
ruined, and will never grow again. 

Mr. Srripuine said a great ‘many trees had 
been destroyed down the Broadway Road at 
various times. He sent native policemen down 
to watch for the depredators, and they re- 
ported that sometimes after passing a certain 
point they met parties of sailors, and as they 
returned on their beat found that trees had 
meanwhile been broken, the inference being 
that these were the men who were in the 
habit of doing the mischief. He would like 
to have his Worship's opinion as to whether 
the trees should be considered as forming 
of pleasure grounds within the meaning 
Act.

After the 
Captain came back, about 6.30 p.m., he went 
on shore without liberty. Captain Dodds said 
the man’s conduct on tite voyage had generally 
been good, and thovgh he dared them to 
refuse him leave to go on shore, he expressed 
his willingness to do any other duty than that 
then assigned to him. This sort of thing would 
interfere with the discipline of the ship, how- 
ever, and he was not permitted his choice of 
work. The second mate was a clever officer, 
whose only fault was that of being a rather 
rigid disciplinarian,

was well found in every respect, fully manned, 
crew numberiug 23 all told, bound on a voyage 
from Newport to Yokohama. We entered the 
Ballantyne Channel on Sunday 7th Sept. last, 
lat. 23'N., long. 122 E. On the morning of 
the 8th it came on to blow a fresh N.W. breeze 
with a head sea, We shortened sail lowered 
topsails and reefed foresail. We sounded the 
welland found about inches of water; werigged 
and manned the pumps. We stood’ on under 
‘easy sailon porttack. The weather got worse 
and we fated sail. She continue making 
water. We found a cross and confused sea 
ringing up. A heavy sea continued increasing 
all through Monday and Tuesday, the baro- 
meter falling mn Tuesday afternoon it stood 
about 28.70. About 6 p.m. on Tuesday, a heavy 
sea struck the ship and carried away the tiller; 
we succeeded in temporarily securing it so.as to 
keep the ship up tothe wind. Later on in the 
evening the rudder chains carried away. About 
the same time a heavy sea broke on board and 
carried away both the akylights and filled the 
cabin with water, doing much damage, Found 
that the ship was making water very fast, s0 
ranch 9 a8 to keep All hands at the pumps. 
The sea constantly breaking on board, ren- 
dered it difficult for the men to work at the 
pumps, as they werein danger of being washed 
away.’ All hands were kept constantly at 
work from Tuesday evening until tne smip was 
abandoned on Friday forenoon, Early on 
Wednesday morning, the fore and mizzen top- 
sail carried away, and about midday the main 
yard on the port side of the slings. We then 
set reefed spanker. We sounded the well 
and found 5 ft. 6 in. of water, and about this 
time she rolled the mizzen’ topgallant mast 

















away, and it stuck in the top ; the sea rolling 
heavily, and the seas making a complete 
breach ‘over her, the galley was washed out 
and 0 injared as to render the cooking of 


food impossible. The lee bumkin carried away, 
and the yard, swinging backwards and for- 
wards, broke the lifts. ‘The braces being gone, 
the topsail yards came down and smashed one 
of the boats on the forehouse. ‘The main- 
yard, in swinging about, struck the fly- 
Wheel of the pump, rendering the star- 








board pump useless, ‘by cutting away the 
rail we kept the port pump going ; 
this ha on ‘Thursday. “The sea was 


more violent than ever. A spare main- 
yard which was lashed to the deck carried 
‘away, disabling the port pump. The spank 
boom carried away, amashing the poop, rai 

ip was now in a totally disabled con- 
dition ; we could keep her slightly up to the 
wind by the foot of the spanker. During 
‘Thuraday night we attempted without success 
to keep the pumps going. ‘The crew were now 
in such an exhausted condition that they fell 
asleep at the pumps. Four or five of the men 
‘were injured through carrying away of spars ; 
Iwas myself injured by a fall. On Thursday 
evening, being unable to sound the well, we 
sounded down a ventilator amidships, “and 
found over ten feet ; and after a consultation 
with my officers I came to the conclusion that 
ft was necessary for the safety of the lives on 
board to abandon the vessel. ‘The ship lay 
quite dead in the water. Fearing the foro- 
topmast would fall and injure our only re- 
maining boat, I cut away the weather back- 
stays and allowed it to fall to leeward. On 
Friday morning we launched the longboat, 
put into it all’ the water we could obtain, 5+ 
gals., and about 801bs, of bread, which I con- 
sidered sufficient, also 3 bottles of sherry, two 
hams and one cheese.. The boat was in such 
imminent danger of being smashed to pieces 
that we were obliged to put off at once. 24 

rsons were in the including my wife. 
We had also in the boat a ‘compass and sex- 
tant. By means of a couple of blankets we 
kept her before the sea, On Saturday morn- 
ing_the sea began to nioderate, we then stood 
to N.W., hoping either to strike land or meet 
some vessel. On the evening of the 18th, 
‘Thursday, we were picked up by the St. Bryce- 
dale all safe. 

‘To the Court.—There were originally four 
pumps, but the two bilge pumps had been

A CAUCASIAN: DRINKING-BoUT.

‘We started one morning, a party of five, 
to drive the twenty-five miles to Prince 
‘Tehndze’s house. After many escapes from 
being overturned, we arrived at an ‘openin, 
in a high wooden fence rather like a parl 

aling ; this opening was closed by horizontal 

rs, and at its side was a regular English

At two 
o'clock we were summoned to dinner. In 
a large hall.opening out of the verandah

chief personages, the other for the dependants, 
and each having a sort of division to separate 
those who sat above the salt from those who 
sat below. The only ladies were our host's 
wife and daughter. Soup began the repast, 
fand then to each person vie banded a plate 
covered with pieces of three or four kinds of 
fish. Hardly was there time to begin upon 
this when another plateful of some kind of 
meat was put down, and then another and 
another, till the in front of each guest 
wwas crowded with several platefuls of aif 
rent kinds of food. While we were occupi 
getting through the coutents of some of these 
of horns was heard, and a 



























sort of procession entered the hall, bearing on 
a huge silver tray the hindquarters of au ox 
roasted. Before, however, getting through 
any more food, let me say something about 
the drink. At the commencement of the 
dinner an ‘arbiter bibendi,” or toast-master, 
was, according to the usual custom, appointed, 
the approval by the guests of the choice bei 
courteously asked and of course given. ‘This 
post in all home festivals is generally confided 
to some relation well known for his drinking 
qualifications, aud whose success and endu 
ance in drinking bouts have given him a ec 
tain prescriptive right to the honour. In this 
instance, the office was allotted to a cousin of 
our host’s, a tall, handsome, wild-looking 
fellow, whom we had remarked among the 
horsemen accompanying us for his daring 
horsemanship, splendid costume, and abu 
dant hair. ‘Ihe ¢oolambatch, as the symp 
siarch is called, did not assume his functions 
at the beginning of dinner, and for a short 
time we drank peaceably. out of wine glasses, 
‘The drink was the red wine of the country, 
slightly rough and acrid, but not strong. On 
entrance of the quarter of beef a small 
silver cup was given to each person at the 
upper table, and filled by the four attendants 
whose especial duty it was to serve tho 
wine, and. then the toolambateh, rising, 
posed the health of the Emperor of Russia, 
‘The quarter of beef was put down in front of 
the toolambateh, who, drawing the long dag- 
ger always worn by the natives, at the fasten- 
tng of the elt, in front, cut away horizon. 
ly at i, until he arrived at a perfectly 
smooth, even surface of meat. He then 
oped to propose another toast, which was 
drank out of the saine silver cups as before. 
Returning to his work at. the beef, he began 
cutting most delicate waterlike slices, which 
he handed hanging on the dagger to his neigh- 
bour, who in turn handed them on to another, 
and ‘so on. A few more toasts were drunk 
out of the ‘small silver cups, and then some 
larger ones, about the size of an ordinary 
tumbler, were brought in, and placed here aud 
there at intervals to serve for every three or 
four of the convives. ‘The silence and stiffness 
which had prevailed during the first 
the proceeding were beginning to di 
tongues were loosed, and it was surprising to 
find how languages, which in ordinary mo- 
ments came haltingly or not at all, now 
flowed freely from unaccustowed lips. ‘the 
ious business of the feast appeared only to 
jegin when a good-sized cup was brought in 
and handed to the toolambatch, who “crown: 
ed it with wine’—it held nearly a bottle— 
and drank the bumper off to the health of the 
Ik ‘He then refilled it, and passed it ‘to 
his left-hand neighbour, by whom it was 
emptied and returned to the toolambatch, to 
be again filled by him and passed to the 
second personon his left, and so onall round the 
company. ‘The repeated toasts were now begin- 
ning to tell in many instances, and the ladies, 
who had behaved most admirably, and had 
viewed the scene with a kindly interest, 
ten no doubt of habit, now rose to depar 
Prince Mirsky, who by his position had the 
privilege of exempting f from the 
stringent Iaw which allows no man to quit 
the table so long as the toolambatch is erect, 
accompanied them. One of his aides-de-camp, 
who knew what’ was coming, managed to 
sneak out unobserved, and could not be found. 
till just before we went away. ‘The other 
remained, and begged on behalf of him- 
self and the other two strangers that they 
might be allowed to sit there merely as 
spectators. The request, however, was 
politely but firmly refused, until it was urged 
that tivo of us had been, and still were, very 
unwell. The Pp was accepted. But, alas 
for my bad luck, no available excuse could be 
found for me, aud to my horror I saw myself 
without hope of escape let in for a carouse to 
which anything I had hitherto witnessed was 
but a joke. ‘Toast now succeeded toast in 
quick succession ; but all was done with a 
gravity and staidness befitting so important.a 
proceeding.

put back for repairs; and on the same date, the steamer Oawdor Castle arrived from London. The P. M. steamer Costa

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After our report for last English mail was issued, the market was very quiet and weak, and when buying commen 
for French ‘mail, purchases showed a fair decline, but as these incroased and jornt hocount elements formed part of the busines 
transacted, prices showed very little change, for these latter transactions especially. At the close of the French mail and 
during the few days following, the market was at its lowest point, and prices had declined to what was considered a fairly safo 
level. This, in connection with receipt of private Telegrams of a more favorable nature, has caused a large business to be 
transacted during the past week, though late purchases show an advance of Tis. 10 over those paid earlier in the interval. 
At this advance the market closes firm, and a further rise is not improbable. The stock is reduced to barely 5,000 bales,
